IT ISN’T DIFFICULT TO 
TALK TO CHILDREN 


By Garry C. Myers, Ph.D. 


REETING rT child 

wraciously, and conver- 
sing with him companion- 
ably, is a fine art. Those 
who ‘have been good com- 
panions to their own 
children or grandchildren 
usually do it well. Some 
persons with young nieces 
und nephews also know the 
technique. 


As you know, grownups differ 
widely in thelr = ways, with 
children not their uwn, when 
they mvet these children on the 
strect, in a store, or as guests ur 
hosts, and the child, two, 12 or 
16, senses these differences. A{ter 
a guest has left your home, thls 
child may say: “1 Ilke him.” Or 
the opposite, Perhaps you al- 
ready Icnow how the child feels 
about this gucst. 


Let's consider, first, our social 
graciousness towards our own 
child. 

At tho market with our child, 
three, when greeted by a friend 


and omakes no answer ta the 
friend, We should not press hun 
to respond, If the friend dues. 
we should divert the friend's at- 
tend. Neither should we 
encourage the child to become 
the centre of attention ot this 
dime, 


Sv, also, when a guest ts in our 
home, gur altitudes and ways can 
help make both the guest and 
child pleasant and comfortable. 
This als holds true with the 
older child or youth.

As yuu oan see, its now the 
chuld feels that counts, _Do we 
set the stage so he wil feel he 
Is trented by us and the guest as 
a real person no younger than he 
really is? If wo act toward the 
ten-year-old as if he were only 
two, toward the teen-ager as if 
only five, we may encourage the 
gucst to act ilkewise, Of all 
terrible things for a child ts to 
be talked to or talked about as 
though he were a toy or puppy!

We won't usk hun to tell his 
naine, or age, or jn what grado ho 
is ut schyol, Nof will we ask 
such questions uf his parents in 
his presence.

By listening attentively, we 
may soon learn from the tot or 
youth, without asking any, qucs- 
tlons, what his chicf interests are. 
Or wu skilful question might causo 
the little child to show us some- 
thing he has drawn or made with 
playthings. The child six, or 8 
vor 10, may tall us about his fun 


he has created with his hands. 


If the tecn-ager talks up in tho 
family conversation, we will bg 
interested, especially 


from those of most adults. 

he should talk of sports or artists 
on the alr, of current world 
events or of vocations.

STIFLING 


Thelr Marxist-Lenintsm haa 
yet to prove a magic formula 
for producing a mighty indus- 
trinl nation. AN 1 does is stifle 
the natural initiative of the 
Chinese people, by forcing them 
to spend jong hours repeating’ 
the seme dus'y old lessons which 
simply do not apply to this 
modern world, 

The great conundrum is, of 
course, to what extent may 
China's lenders be aware of 
this. It’s a matter of history 
that Moo Tse-tung and the men 
around him have devinted from 
Moscow's instrucions WHEN IT

If bebe study 
his writings—as ust every 
Chinese youngster — you find 
powerful echoes of the great 
Chinese scholars and warriors 
who built up this country’s 
culture In past centuries, 

Today, the revolution is a 
fact, and the Chinese are getting 
down to the rea] task of re- 
construction and development. 
The Russians have contracted to 
build some 141 new factories, 
ind Russian devices are used at 
the moment for raising produc- 
tlun — the Soviet concept of 
“socialist emulation” tn which 
groups of workers challenge 
each other to achieve new 
production targets. There's 
reason to think {t doesn't work 
so «well among the Chinese, 
very now and then you read 
in the official newspapers—and! 
there are no others—about some 
poor little chap who kicked 
ngainst the traces. 


FEAR 


The case of Criminal Liang Is 
typical. He was 22 years old, 
a cool miner, and he was shot 
on the spot when a Prople’s 
Court found him guilty of eet- 
ting fire to mining machinery 
and ro causing the death of 44 
fellow miners.

They did not say Iko 
lhe Russluns that co-existence 
shoyld not apply tw the political 
sphere; 1 told them until it did, 
nothing had: really changed 
since the cold war began. This 
they reemed to uccept as a 
valid argument.

All the Chinese 
1 talked with—aond that means 
only Party members and ap- 
proved citizens—all these people 
said: "Why don’t you accept 
our challenge?

When 
Melchivr's voice broke, It 
ennyged at uo dower level than 
young Gigh's, and it wos as a 
baritone that Melchtor entered 
the historic Roynl Opera Schooi 
at Copenhagen, where Hans 
Christian Andersen was once a 
schular for u short time! There, 
in April 1913, Melchior made his 
speratic debut in Leoncavalio's 
“Pagilacci” at the age of 23. 


Next year, shortly after the 
oulbraak of war, Gigll mude 
tus debut in’ Punchielli's “La 
Gteconda,” now remembered 
vulside Maly chiefly for the 
“Dunce of the Hours.” He bad 
previously won an international 
singing competition. 


First War 


HE First World War disturbed 

Metchior’s Dantsh carcer more 
than Gigl's In Italy. Altholgh 
he cuntinued to sing In Copen- 
hagen during thost years, we do 
not hear ef him again until 1918, 
when he re-emerged singing nvt 
baritone, but tenor parts. 


There have, of course, been 
several cascs of baritones becom- 
ing tenors, and contraltos be- 
coming sopranos, but the voice 
seldom jowers itself. 

Gigll was more fortunate. In 
1915, he ging at Naples the tenor

He had been 
a favourite singer of Mussolini, 
and they feured) ine! ts, Byt 
the barriers were quickly with- 
drawn, and in Merch 1065 his 
delighted compatriots welcomed 
him back In Puccini's “Tosca.” 


I still remember vividly hear- 
ing him sing at Covent Garden 
the following year in the com- 
poser’s "La Boheme,” with Rina 
Gigli, his @aughter, playing 
Mimi. 


Since the war, Melchior, has 
sung Only in America, Jofre- 
quently, except for film work. 
Time deals  sceveraly with 
Wagncrian voloes, though the 
great Kirsten seemed 
to belte the fact, until ther recent 
retirement. There is still, 
however, much to admire at 
Gigli’s frequent recitals.

HOW CHEWING 


GUM 


By JEAN W. LYON 


HEWING GUM an 

American custom, but 

the sapodilla tree which 

furnishes the basis for 

yum is not grown in the 

United States. It a 
tropical tree. 

The wood of the sapodilla 
tree is unusual for it 
is so hard that it will not 
float. A splinter of the 
wood could be driven into a 
pine plank. It bears a fruit 
used only by the natives, The 
gum factories are a long 
way from these trees. Many 
obstacles must be over- 
come before the chewing 
gum stage is reached. 

Tho workers who tap the 
scattered trees, — by a 
method similar to the way 
rubber or maple trees are 
tapped, must spend  con- 
siderable time going from 
tree to tree eallecting 
the milky latex because 
there are few cultivated 
groves. Labour for this 
tapping and collecting is 
scarce, due to jungle con- 
ditions as well as the 
danger from reptiles and 
insects. 


SUPERSTITION 


The tapping ts done by a 
workman called the chiclero. 
Braced only by a rope far up 
in the tree, he Is exposed to 
considerable danger. Accidents 
are frequent and often there ib 
no medical ald available. Super- 
stition following an accident to 
a chiclero is able to keep 
other workers out of a region 
of sapodilla trees for a long 
time. 


Mixed with impurities, the 
small amdunts of Jatex are put 
in iron keitles to boll over an, 
gpen fin, A stick ts dipped in 
the boiling, mass from time to 
time ond og it {s withdrawn the 
latex on the end of it hardens.

ly. snerificed neatly half a 
century ago to serve a race to 
whom the word peace meant 
little: cannibals. 


Even then, as a young man, 
Albert Schweitzer was re- 
cognised throughout the world 
as the greatest Interpreter of 
the organ music of Hach. He 
was known, too, as o brilliant 
acholar on the life of Jesus.
